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backs presidents on eligibility standards 



The NCAA Council has voted to 
support the Presidents Commis- 
sion's latest proposal regarding 
Division I initial-eligibility stan- 
dards. 

The NCAA Convention now will 
consider the proposal, which will 
have three primary features: 

■ Effective August 1, 1995, it 
would require that prospective 
Ehvision I student-athletes complete 



13 core courses, as adopted by the 
1992 Convention. 

■ Effective August 1, 1996, it 
would require that Division I pros- 
pects would have to meet grade- 
point and standardized-test score 
minimums set forth in an index that 
was adopted by the 1992 Conven- 
tion. That index was to become 
effective in August 1995; the current 
proposal delays its implementation 



by one year. 

■ Effective August 1, 1996, a par- 
tial qualifier in Division I would be 
defined as an individual who does 
not meet the requirements to be 
considered a qualifier but achieves 
a 2.500 grade-point average in the 
13 core courses and a standardized- 
test score as required by the insti- 
tution. Such individuals would be 
able to practice (but not compete) 



and receive athletically related aid 
as freshmen and would be eligible 
for three years of competition. 

"This latest propxisal balances the 
need for strong academic standards 
with the importance of providing 
access to education through inter- 
collegiate athletics," NCAA Presi- 
dent Joseph N. Crowley said fol- 
lowing the Council's October 10-12 
meeting in Kansas City, Missouri. 



"The proposal extends the oppor- 
tunity to participate in intercolle- 
giate athletics to those individuals 
who have shown academic poten- 
tial through their course work but 
whose test scores raise some ques- 
tion about their academic pre- 
paredness for college level work.

Crowley of the University of Nevada at the 
conclusion of that Convention.

Effort aimed 
at tobacco use 

U.S. Surgeon General Jocelyn Elders is 

accusing the tobacco industry of taking 
advantage of the association it has with pro- 
fessional athletes to target young people as 
users of chewing tobacco. 

Chewing tobacco has been snuffed out for 
student-athletes at many NCAA institutions 
and conferences. Elders said it is important 
to continue such programs. 

"If we don't reverse this trend, we can 
assure you that in 20 to 30 years, we will see 
an epidemic of oral cancer," she said. 

Elders said chewing tobacco damages tis- 
sues in the mouth and causes lesions that can 
turn cancerous or cause permanent gum 
recession. 

"In the long term, we know that spit tobac- 
co, just like cigarettes, is deadly," she said. 

Bill Tuttle believes he understands the 
negative effects of a chewing-tobacco habit 
The fonncr professional baseball player avid- 
ly began chewing tobacco in the early 1950s, 
just as his big-league career was beginning. 

Last year, Tutde was diagnosed with oral 
cancer, and his face is disfigured, despite 
reconstructive surgery to remove a golf-ball- 
size tumor from his mouth. 

"I was one of the lucky ones who had this 
cancer and survived it," Tutde said. "After 40 
years, it had caused cancer. Most of the time 
it doesn't take that long." 

Tutde told his story recendy at a news con- 
ference alongside baseball hall of famers 
Henry "Hank" Aaron and Mickey Mantle 
and broadcaster Joe Caragiola, who an- 
nounced a national campaign against smoke- 
less tobacco. 

Alan Hilburg, a spokesperson for the 
Smokeless Tobacco Council, disputed Elders' 
claims that chewing-tobacco users are six 
times more likely than nonusers to get can 
cers of the mouth and throat. He also dis- 
agreed with her pronouncement that only 
about half of patients diagnosed with such 
cancers survive longer than five years. 

Hilburg said the smokeless tobacco Indus- 
try specifically refrains from marketing prod- 
ucts to anyone under 18. 

"It has not been scientifically established 
that smokeless tobacco causes any adverse 
health effect," Hilburg said. 

The antismokeless-tobacco campaign v^s 
organized by the American Fund for Dental 
Health and the National Spit Tobacco 
Education Program.

Center Run, the hallmark fund-raising event 
for the Arizona Cancer Center in Tucson, 
Arizona, will be held October 30. 
Approximately 2,500 runners are expected 
to participate in the two-mile "fun run" and 
10-kilometer run. 

Cedric W. Dempsey, NCAA executive direc- 
tor and former athletics director at the 
University of Arizona, was diagnosed in 1985 
with non-Hodgkin's lymphoma and vv^ treat- 
ed at the Arizona Cancer Center. The treat- 
ment Dempsey underwent was developed 
through clinical and basic research at the 
center. He participated in a pilot study that 
led to new treatment standards for drug-resis- 
tant cancers. 

"No one can know the need for cancer 
research better than Mr. Dempsey," said Dr. 
Sydney E. Salmon, director of the Arizona 
Cancer Center. "He faced his own cancer 



diagnosis and treatment and overcame the 
problem with the same courage and inspi- 
ration that propelled the University of 
Arizona's intercollegiate sports program to 
the level of excellence it achieved while 
under his direction." 

Since 1987, Dempsey has served as the cen 
ter's "celebrity" leader. To date, the running 
event has raised nearly $1.6 million to sup 
port basic and clinical research at the cen- 
ter. Proceeds from the 1994 run will go 
toward the cancer center's expansion pro- 
ject, which will double the center's research 
and clinic space and make room for new and 
expanded research programs. 

"One of the greatest gifts I received when 
I left Arizona was being asked to continue as 
the namesake of the cancer center's run," 
Dempsey said. "I have special feelings for the 
cancer center. I feel like I owe my life to the 
staff at the center. If you have to go through 
an experience like cancer, you can't find a 
better place with more rjualified people. The 
loving care from the nurses and doctors gave 
ine great hope and inspiration." 

Educational grant 

The Institute for Substance Abuse Studies 
at the University of Virginia is the recipient 
of a grant from Funds for the Improvement 
for Secondary Education (FIPSE) to create a 
student athlete network to promote alcohol- 
and drug-abuse prevention. 

FIPSE, an agency of the U.S. Department 
of Education, awarded the institute $145,527 
for the first year of the grant period. 

"This is a two-year project that will allow 
us to work with student-athletes from around 
the country and help them develop healthy 
life skills during and after their college years," 
said Susan Grossman, coinvestigator of the 
grant and associate director for prevention 
at the Institute for Substance Abuse Studies. 
Joe Gieck, athletics itrainer at 'Virginia, is the 
project's other investigator. 

The student-athlete network builds on the 
work that Grossma n and Gieck have com 
pleted with athletics departments across the 
nation through Virginia's APPLE model. 
APPLE is an acronym for Athletic Prevention 
Programming and Leadership Education. 
TTie model was designed by Grossman and 
Gieck to provide a means for athletics depart- 
ments to assess and improve their alcohol 
and drug prevention and education pro- 
grams. 

"We are planning to talk to lots of student 
athletes and discuss what they see as impor 
tant to their needs for development and 
enhancement of healthy lifestyles," Gross- 
man said. "We will then hold conferences in 
Charlottesville (Virginia) and California to 
train student-athletes in taking on new lead- 
ership roles."

recently announced plans to build a 
$2.7 million, state-of-the-art softball 
facility for its highly successful wom- 
en's Softball program.

Review of individual charges in UNLV case dropped 



The NCAA Committee on In- 
fractions announced October 13 
that it has ended the NCAA's review 
of the individual charges involving 
six former staff members at the 
University of Nevada, Las Vegas, 
who were named in the 1991 
Nevada-Las Vegas infractions case. 



TTie committee noted that many of 
the infractions occurred seven to 
eight years ago. 

"Jerry Tarkanian and Tim 
Grgurich were among the six peo- 
ple named," said David Swank, 
chair of the Committee on In- 
flections, "but neither was charged 



with a violation serious enough to 
warrant action against them." 

The NCAA was unable to process 
the infractions case because of a 
Nevada law that was passed after 
the case began. The NCAA filed 
suit in Federal court to overturn the 
Nevada law, which required differ- 



ent enforcement procedures from 
those that applied to other NCAA 
member institutions.

Continuing-eligibility 
rules need review

Kvery now and then I am given to reflect 
on the way it used to be when an outcry of 
media-inspired public opinion surfaced to 
evaluate the state of student-athletes' acade- 
mic endeavors. 

It seemed that the clamor 
usually began during the late 
summer, a time of the year 
when there was a lull in 
collegiate athletics competi- 
tion. Typically, the complaint 
from journalists and various 
others was that athletes were 
attending colleges and univer- 
sities only to major in eligibili- 
ty. The commonly held belief 
was that those who promoted college athletics 
were "tampering" with athletes' academic pur- 
suits and discouraging adherence to institu- 
tions' e.spoused mission of higher education. 

It seems appropriate that those thoughts 
find a foothold at a time when we are being 
reminded that sports, at best, provide athletes 
witli only fleeting moments of participatory 
memorabilia. Season-ending injuries in col- 
lege football, the lack of a World Series, and a 
delay and reduction of the National Hockey 
League's season are just a few of the exam- 
ples that must cause us to pause and then 
reevaluate the rewards of athletics activities in 
favor of efibrts that will have life-long conse- 
quences. 

In recent years, the NCAA membership has 
created and adopted significant changes in 
the academic legislation that focuses on ini- 
tial and continuing eligibility. The debate 
over standardized test scores, core-curriculum 
courses, the value of a cumulative grade-point 
average and other issues related to high- 
school academic achievement is receiving 
much attention ft-om representative groups. 
Once the academic year begins, the debate of 
academic preparedness is heard less. For 
now, the institution must deal with continuing 
eligibility, or maintaining the competitive via- 
bility of an athletics-economic investment 

Within the breadth and scope of continu- 
ing-eligibility rules, the charge of academic 
tampering is almost unheard. What tamper- 
ing must colleges and universities promote to 
maintain their student-athletes' continuing 
eligibility?

United States. 

AACCA has developed a safety man- 
ual and a safety certification program 
that address the concerns that athletics 
directors have expressed about safety 
and liability to their schools as a result 
of cheerleading injuries. Successflil com- 
pletion of the AACCA certification pro- 
gram provides the coach or advisor witli 
a liability insurance coverage of $1 mil- 
lion. It also provides a structured pro- 
gram that has been recognized in court 
as the standard of care for cheerlead- 
ing programs. 

Some administrators confuse the 
AACCA certification program with oth- 
er programs using the term "certifica- 
tion." None of the others approaches 
the standards required by the AACCA 



and, most often, they are simply first aid 
courses under a different name. 

The AACCA program has received 
endorsements from the National Safety 
Council, the United States Gymnastics 
Federation, the National Athletic 
Trainers Association, and others. 

I strongly recommend that athletics 
administrators become familiar with tlie 
AACCA safety program and that their 
cheerleader coaches and advisors par- 
ticipate in the certification program.

"This will be an argument against a college football play- 
off. I have only lately changed my mind about this. 

"Oh, there will be a tournament eventually. There is too 
much money to be made. There are hybrids now, a bowl 
coalition consensus and all that nonsense. 

"I have in my possession a detailed plan of how that all 
works, which is worth more in its perplexity than the annu- 
al college basketball selection process is in apprehension.... 

"Having spent more time than usual around college foot- 
ball because of the baseball strike I have come again to appre- 
ciate what a football Saturday means to a campus and to the 
real and auxiliary friends of a university. 

"There is nothing in sports quite like the reunion of spir- 
it on an autumn weekend. What keeps this alive is the belief 
that every game is important.

Early site establishment for I womeris soccer championship could become a trend

For the first time since 1985, 
Division I women's soccer teams 
know where to set their sights in 
November. 

And that destination isn't Chapel 
Hill, North Carolina. 

Though the road to the 1994 
Division I Women's Soccer Cham- 
pionship may indeed pass through 
the home of ciglu-time defending 
national titlist University of Nortli 
Caroliria, Chapel Hill, it will end in 
Portland, Oregon — only the sec- 
ond predetermined site in the 13- 
year history of the championship. 

And establishing a predeter- 
mined site looks to be a lasting 
trend this time — the NCAA Exec- 
utive Committee last December 
approved a recoiimiendation from 
the NCAA Women's Soccer Com- 
mittee lhat the finals be in Portland 
this year and Chapel Hill next year, 
and at Santa Clara University in 
1996. 

Moving west 

This year marks the first time the 
championship match has been 
contested anywhere other than the 
East Coast. 

North Carolina, winner of 1 1 
tides overall, has hosted six of the 
12 championships — including the 
last four and five of the last six. 
George Mason University and the 
University of Central Florida have

hosted two each and the University 
of Massachusetts, Amherst, and 
North Carolina State University 
have hosted one apiece. 

A trek west, however, will not be 
a culture shock to the game. On the 
contrary, the Women's Soccer 
Committee believes national inter- 
est in the sport has grown suffi- 
ciently to ensure the champi 
onship's success anywhere in the 
country. Bidding for future sites is 
expected to become quite compet- 
itive. 

"We felt as a committee that it 
was time to do this," said Phil 
Pincince, women's soccer coach at 
Brown University and chair of the 
committee. "Two years ago, we 
weren't sure we were ready because 
we wanted to be certain we had the 
championship squared away as far 
as bracket expansion was con- 
cerned. We wanted to make sure 
we had a quality championship 
before we pursued a predeter- 
mined site." 

Bracket expansion came in con- 
secutive years beginning in 1992, 



when the championship field grew 
from 12 to 16 teams after the 
Executive Committee directed that 
championships structures be based 
primarily on the number of insti- 
tutions sponsoring sports. This 
year, the field has blossomed to 24 
teams. 

"If there was ever a project that 
required the committee to conduct 
the right research and gather the 
right information that the Exe- 
cutive Committee needed to give us 
the go ahead, that was it," Pincince 
said of the latest expansion. "I was 
delighted to see the Executive 
Committee react so positively to our 
proposal. Our committee had to do 
its homework to prove such expan 
sion was merited." 

Rewarded with sellout 

The committee's subsequent 
push for a predetermined site to 
improve publicity and promotion 
of the sport was validated in 
September when University of 
Pordand officials announced that 
all 5,000 seats at Harry A. Merlo 
Field had been sold. 



The predetermined site also will 
produce other benefits — live tele- 
casts of the semifinal matches on 
Prime Network and an N(;AA 
Youth Education through Sports 
clinic to be conducted on the off 
day between the semifinals and 
final. 

"It (the sellout at Portland) is an 
example of how schools think 
women's soccer is a sport that can 
be successfully promoted," said 
Mericly Glenn, a Women's Soccer 
Committee member and women's 
soccer coach at the University of 
Cincinnati. "Schools are looking 
for ways to make money now 
because of gender-equity concerns. 
You hear a lot of athletics directors 
saying they're all for gender equi- 
ty, but they don't know where the 
money will come from. Well, this 
shows that women's soccer, and 
women's sports overall, are indeed 
marketable." 

Women's soccer certainly was 
marketable in Portland. The 
school boasts a top-notch facility 
used exclusively for soccer, and a 



high profile program that already 
draws more than 2,000 fans per 
game. 

"It's no good having a predeter 
mined site unless you can put fans 
in the seats," said Portland soccer 
coach Clive Charles, whose Pilots 
figure to be a title contender. 
"Portland is a soccer town. We 
knew we had the ability to draw 
fans. It was really a no-braiilcr for 
the committee." 

"The sellout is a sign of the atti 
tude of the soccer community in 
the West," said women's soccer 
coach Jerry Smith of 1996 host 
Santa Clara. "We've been waiting 
and waiting and waiting, ancl now 
it's like — you gave it to us, so we're 
going to go with it I can assure you 
that when the championship is 
here in 1996, it'll be sold out well 
in advance." 

Smith and Charles agree that the 
championship should sell out each 
year. 

"We've set the precedent," 
Charles said. "We're saying, 'We've 
sold it out, now you do it' " 

Focilities important 

According to Pincince, the com- 
mittee put a high premium on facil- 
ities in choosing each site. Neither 
Portland nor Santa Clara sponsors 
football; Santa Clara doesn't even

Legislation should permit reasonable changes in declared major, acknowledge grading variety

Despite clear evidence that 
many student-athletes lack employ- 
ment experiences that would per- 
mit them to make knowledgeable 
assessments of their own aptitude, 
NCAA institutions must force them 
to declare a major field of study 
before they are prepared to do so. 
Educational data consistendy sap- 
port the observation that students 
typically change major fields of 
study an average of three times 
during an undergraduate career. 

Still, to be in compliance with 
the degree completion rule ("25- 
50 75"), NCAA institutions must 
restrict student-athletes to one 
selection of a major field of study

that will endure throughout the 
student-athlete's seasons of eligi- 
bility. Furthermore, due to the 
uncertainty of the waiver-granting 
process, the student-athlete can- 
not be encouraged to follow a cur- 
riculum that requires a fiiU fifth or 
sixth year of undergraduate study. 
In many states, these curricula are 
the requisites for engineers, teach- 
ers, doctors and scientists — areas 
of expertise of which our world is 
in great need. 

The minimum grade point 
rules. Bylaw 14.4.3.3.1 for Division 
I and Bylaw 14.4.3.3.2 for Division 
II, offer another example of acad- 
emic tampering. In a survey of 
institutions from across the 
nation, it was determined that the 



differences in grading policies 
from one institution to another, 
even among institutions of the 
same type within the same state 
and/or conference, are signifi- 
candy different 

Students earning the same 
grades in virtually the same cours- 
es at two different institutions 
were likely to have significantly 
different outcomes in maintaining 
their continuing eligibility. 
Perhaps what is most disconcert- 
ing is that these differences are 
ignored when student-athletes are 
considered for NCAA-sponsored 
posteligibility and postgraduate 
scholarships and awards. The 
impact of these rules, as written 
and interpreted, tampers with the 



academic efforts of students who 
may be denied eligibility, deserved 
recognition and fiirther pursuit of 
their academic career. 

Legislative proposals need to be 
created to address those areas by 
eliminating some rules and creat 
ing others that recognize differ- 
ences. The NCAA Academic 
Requirements Committee should 
be granted authority to identify 
criteria for student-athletes to 
make reasonable changes in fol- 
lowing a major field of study, pur- 
sue a degree of lengthy propor- 
tions and acknowledge differ- 
ences in grading jxjiicies for eligi- 
bility and scholarship v^dthout fil- 
ing a waiver. 

NCAA member institutions 



should refer to academic experts, 
and perhaps create a committee 
composed of their own academic 
advisers, to address the impact of 
proposed rules and interpreta- 
tions before they are voted upon 
and implemented. 

The participation of this repre- 
sentative group would serve to 
reduce the adverse impact of well- 
intentioned legislation that cuts a 
swath through the playing field, 
rather than serving to make it 
more level. Only when the playing 
field is properly prepared can we 
expect the tampering to cease.

Committee on Infractions completes review of individual charges associated with case

ional. As a result of a request by sev- 
eral of the individuals involved, the 
court stopped any fiirther action in 
the infractions case pending an 
appeal of its decision. 

In January 1993, Nevada-Las 
Vegas rec}uested and was granted 
pemiission by the court to proceed 
with its infractions case. In 
November 1993, the Committee on 
Infractions came to a decision, plac- 
ing the university on probation for 



a three-year jjeriod. It also imposed 
sanctions prohibiting the televising 
of nonconference away games in 
men's basketball and limiting 
grants-in-aid and recmiting during 
1994-95. This action brought to a 
close the university's case, but the 
cases involving the six individuals 
still were pending. 

On November 23, 1993, the 
United States Court of Appeals for 
the Ninth Circuit sustained the deci- 
sion of the District Court on the 
basis that the Nevada statute violat- 



ed the commerce clause of the 
United States Constitution. In April 
1994, the Supreme Court declined 
to hear the appeal of that decision, 
thus ending any possible appeal 
and preventing the state from 
applying the law to any NCAA cas- 
es. 

As a result, the NCAA's cases 
against the six former staff mem- 
bers at Nevada-Las Vegas could 
proceed for the first time since the 
law was passed. The NCAA enforce- 
ment staff reviewed these cases and 



recommended to the Committee on 
Infractions that the cases be dosed. 
The individuals involved also sub- 
mitted their own petitions to the 
committee to close their cases. At its 
October meeting, the committee 
agreed that the cases be ended. 

Swank said that in taking this 
action, the committee noted that 
many of the infractions involved 
acts that occurred in 1986 and 1987 
and that it was no longer appropri- 
ate to consider these matters. If any 
disciplinary actions had been tak- 



en against the various individuals 
in 1991, those sanctions would have 
expired by this time. In addition, 
none of those involved in this case 
have been employed by any inter- 
collegiate athletics program for a 
substantial period. 

While there are still pending civ- 
il legal actions arising from the 
Nevada-Las Vegas cases, this action 
by the Committee on Infractions 
brings to a close the NCAA infrac- 
tions cases involving Nevada-Las 
Vegas.

Division l-AA mid-season trends

It's another "good" year for the 
offense. It's just not a "great" year. 

C-oinparcd vvith the rccord-shat- 
lering numbers of 1993, the 1994 
mid-season trends for the 107 
Division I-A football teams show a 
little more rushing, a little less scor 
iiig and a lot less passing. 

Division I A teams are gaining 
about four additional yards a game 
(both teams combined), compared 
with mid-season last year (331.7 to 
327.6), but that is offset by a 21 .4 
yards-per-game plunge in passing 
(from 412.4 to 391.0). Scoring is 
down about a point (from 49.0 to 
48. 1 ) compared vvith the mid-point 
In 1993. 

All time records were set last year 
for passing yardage and total 
offense. Points per game in 1993 
missed the record set in 1990 by 
hundredths of a point 

Despite the drop in passing 
yardage, I-A teams are on a pace to 
break the trends record for pass 
attempts per game, averaging 57.4. 
ITiat matches the record set in 1993 
and is ahead of the mid-.season 
average last year (57.0). 

An accompanying chart lists tlie 
current mid-season trends, along 
with last year's halfway numbers, 
final 1993 figures and the record 
.statistics and year. 

I-A conference notes 

Both the Big Eight and Big Ten 
Conferences are averaging more 
rushing than passing yards per 
game. The Big Eight leads the 
nation with 223.1 yards rushing, fol- 
lowed by the Big Ten's 215.8. The 
Western Athletic Conference is a 
surprising tliird in rushing (176.8) 
and, not so surprising, leads I-A 
conferences in passing yardage 
(231.0). Eight of 10 I-A leagues are 
averaging 190 yards passing a game 
or higher. 

The Big Ten (409.7) and WAC 
(407.8) lead in total yardage and the 
same two conferences are tops in 



'I'he Big West Conference invited 
four institutions — Boise State 
University; the University of Idaho; 
the University of North Texas; and 
California Polytechnic State 
Institute, San Luis Obispo — to join 
the league October 13, and all but 
North Texas immediately accepted. 
Commissioner Dennis A. Farrell 
said. 

North Texas was scheduled 
October 17 to announce its 
response to the invitation, accord 
ing to The Associated Press. The 
school issued a statement that it was

For Boise State and Idaho, accep- 
tance means a move from the Big 
Sky Conference, which sponsors 
football at the Division I-AA level, 
to Division I-A, effective with the 
1996-97 school year.

Alabama is the only I-A team in 
the country that has not had a pass 
intercepted. 

Arizona and Washington State 
have each allowed just one rushing 
touchdown all year. Neither allowed 
the other to score on the ground in 
the 10-7 Wildcat victory over the 
Cougars October 1 5. 

Miami (Florida), (ieorgia Tech 
and Kansas State all have permitted 
just one touchdown pass in 1994. 

Northwestern has allowed just 
eight punt-retum yards this year in 
eight attempts, an average of 1 .0 
yards per return. Virginia is next 
with 1.8 yards a return. Eastern 
Michigan allows the fewest yards 
per kickoff return (12.5), followed 
by Iowa State (12.6). 

i-AA mid-season trends 

Yardage and scoring is up across 
the board for the 117 Division I-AA 
teams, compared with 1993, and the 
points-per-game record may be in 
jeopardy. 

Division I-AA is averaging 47.5 
points per game (both teams com- 
bined), compared with 47.0 at this 
point last year. Last year's mid-sea- 
son mark rose to 48.4 by the end of 
1993, the best mark in I-AA history. 

Passing yardage is up 2.4 yards a 
game, compared with last year's 
mid season average (372.9 com- 
pared to 369.6); rushing is up 0.9 
yards per game (325.1 compared to 
324.2) and total offense 4.1 yards 
(698.1 compared to 694.0). 

Mid-season trends and other sta- 
tistics for Division I-AA are listed in 
an accompanying table. 

I-AA confeience notes 

Fans of passing need look no far 
ther than the Big Sky Conference. 
Usually the leader in passing 
yardage, the Big Sky is outdoing

I-AA team notes 

Citadel is the only Division I-AA 
team that has not had a pass inter- 
cepted, but the Bulldogs have 
attempted just 50 passes in six 
games. New Hampshire has lost just 
one fumble this year. 

Pennsylvania has surrendered 
just one rushing and one passing 
touchdown this year. Southern 
Baton Rouge, Princeton and 
Northern Iowa also have allowed 
just one touchdown pass each. No 
other team but Pennsylvania has 
allowed one rushing touchdown. 

Northern Arizona has allowed 
the fewest yards per punt return 
(1.2), followed by Tennessee State 
(2.0). Columbia is first in fewest 
yards per kickoff return (13.2) and 
Duquesne is second (14.2) 

.Seven teams remain undefeated 
and untied in I-AA: Marshall (7-0), 
Grambling (6-0), Hofstra (6-0), 
Idaho (6-0), Montana (6-0), Cornell 
(5-0) and Pennsylvania (4-0). 
Defending I-AA champion Youngs- 
town State also is undefeated, but 
was tied by Stephen F. Austin in its 
season opener.

29, while Pennsylvania and Cornell 
meet in the last game of the year for 
each team, November 19 at Cornell.

Presidents Commission initial-eligibility proposal supported; championships moratorium extension opposed 



In other actions at its Octoher 10-12 meeting in Kansas 
City, Missouri, the NCAA Council: 

B Ap'ced to suljmii a resolution from tlic Division 
II Steering Coiiiiiiittee to the 1995 Clonvcntion that 
would direct the NCAA Two- Year College Relations 
and Academic Requirement Committees to propose 
legislation at the 1996 Convention to strengthen 
two-year college transfer regulations. The Division 
II Steering Committee made the proposal out of 
concern for the academic preparedness of two-year 
college transfers. 

■ Added Cxjuncil members RichardJ. En.sor, com- 
missioner of the Metro Adantic Athletic C^onference, 
and David P. OToole, faculty athletics representa- 
tive at BeUarminc College, to the Special Committee 
to Oversee Implementation of the NCAA Initial- 
Eligibility Clearinghouse. The move was made to 
assure continued Cx)imcil representation on the sp>e- 
cial committee. Three Council representatives cur- 
rendy serve (and wiU continue to serve) on the com- 
mittee, but their Council terms expire in January 
1995. 

Also pertaining to the Clearinghouse, the Council 
approved an ofElcial interpretation that allows an 



institution to submit official high school transcripts 
(which includes proof of graduation) direcdy to the 
clearinghouse for final certification puiposes. The 
N(L\A Administrative Committee hati apjjroved that 
recommendation earlier for fall 1994 only as part 
of a contingency plan. 

■ Approved a pair of Bylaw 32 changes recom- 
mended by the NCAA Committee on Infractions. 
One changes Bylaw 32.5.2 so that the statute of lim 
itations may begin on the dale the institudon nod 
fies, or should have notified, the N(L\A of its inves 
tigation into possible violations. The other, a 
modification of Bylaw 32.3.7, extends limited immu 
nity to institutional employees in certain instances; 
however, the granting of limited immunity does not 
exempt an institutional employee from any action 
that an institution imposes. 

I Approved noncontroversial legislation to recon- 
stitute the composition requirements of the NCAA 
Basketball Officiating Committee. The bylaw 
required that one of the positions representing 
Division I women's basketball be filled by a con- 
ference commissioner, but the wording has been 
changed so it can be filled by a female administra- 
tor representing a Division I conference.

posal, it recognizes the need to dis- 
cuss fully all the issues involved in 
this area. " 

The Division I membership also 
will have before it two initial-eligi- 
bility proposals from the Mid- 
Eastern Athletic Conference (one 
to make all freshmen ineligible for 
competition and another to retain 
the current initial eligibility rule, 
commonly known as Prop 48) and 
one from the Atlantic Coast 
Conference (to redefine partial 
qualifiers as tliose who meet the cur- 
rent "Prop 48" standards). 

In deciding to support the 
Commission's propiosal, the Council 
also voted to continue to sponsor, 
but to withdraw its support for, ini- 
tial-eligibility standards proposed 
earlier this year by the NCAA 
Special Committee to Review Initial- 
Eligibility Standards. That proposal 
appears in the Second Publication 
of Propxjsed Legislation as Proposal 
No. 2-51. 

Crowley stressed the need for the 
membership to debate all aspects of 
the initial-eligibility question, but 
especially the portion about how 
many years of competition should 
be provided for partial qualifiers. 

"This is one of those issues that 
doesn't fit into a comfortable niche 
in the debate over academic stan- 
dards," Crowley said. 

In fact, a Presidents Commission 
proposal developed in June includ- 
ed the opportunity to earn a fourth 
year of competition for partial qual- 
ifiers. Its most recent proposal, 
developed in late September, main- 
tains three seasons of competition 
for partial qualifiers. 

The proposals are structured in a 
way that the Convention would be 
able to choose between three or 
four years of eligibility. 

Legislative review 

Although the Division I initial-eli- 



gibility question dominated the 
agenda, the Council also spent con- 
siderable time reviewing other leg- 
islative proposals for the 1995 
Convention. 

It voted to oppose Proposal No. 2 
1 24, legislation that would extend a 
moratorium on dropping NCAA 
championships in sports that no 
longer meet mirnmum sponsorship 
rerjuirements. The four champi- 
onships that currently are in jeop- 
ardy are the National Collegiate 
Men's Gymnastics, Division II Men's 
Ice Hockey, Division II Men's 
Lacrosse and Division II Women's 
Field Hockey Championships. 

A previous moratorium had pro- 
vided those sfjorts a one-year exten- 
sion to reach the minimum of 40 
institutions that is required to spon- 
sor a sport. Currendy, 33 members 
in all divisions sponsor men's gym- 
nastics, and 27 Division II institu- 
tions sponsor men's lacrosse, 13 
sponsor men's ice hockey and 22 
sponsor field hockey. 

The Council also voted to ask the 
Presidents Commission to withdraw 
its support of a proposal to extend 
the one-time transfer rule to 
Division I football, basketball and 
men's ice hockey student-athletes. 

Currendy, student-athletes in all 
other sports are allowed to transfer 
once in their collegiate careers with- 
out losing any eligibility, under cer- 
tain specified conditions. The 
Council opposed extending the priv- 
ilege to football, basketball and ice 
hockey, expressing concern that it 
would encourage "raiding" by com- 
petitive programs in those sports. 
The proposal. No. 2-68, is part of the 
student-athlete welfare, access and 
equity package that is the designat- 
ed topic for the 1995 Convention in 
the Presidents Commission's strate- 
gic plan. 

The Council also opposed a 
membership proposal — Proposal 
No. 2-21 — that would rescind leg-

islation that permits a student-ath- 
lete in the sport of basketball to 
enter a professional draft and retain 
eligibility in basketball, provided the 
student-athlete declares the inten- 
tion to return to intercollegiate par- 
ticipation within 30 days. 

Coaches at a recent issues sum- 
mit of the National Association of 
Basketball Coaches indicated a 
desire to do away with the rule, but 
the Council felt that it is in the best 
interests of student-athletes to be 
able to test their marketability with- 
out jeopardizing their eligibility. The 
NCAA Professional Sports Liaison 
Committee and Student-Athlete 
Advisory Committee support retain 
ing the rule. 

The Council took the following 
positions on other legislation; 

■ Will oppose No. 2 79, which 



would permit an institution to 
reduce or cancel athletics aid on or 
after the date a student-athlete vol- 
untarily withdraws from a sport 

■ Will ask the spxinsors of Nos. 2- 
82 and 2-83 to refer their proposals 
to the Committee on Financial Aid 
and Amateurism as part of a study 
of appropriate grant limitations in 
various sports. 

■ Will oppose No. 2-112, which 
would extend the orientation peri- 
od for first-time Division I football 
student-athletes from two to four 
days. However, the Council will supK 
port No. 2-1 13, which would extend 
the orientation period from two to 
three days, provided the extra day is 
for academic purposes. 

■ Will oppose Nos. 2 130 and 2- 
144, a proposal and a resolution 
relating to membership restructur- 



ing. The Council recommends that 
they be referred to the NCAA 
Special Committee on Membership 
Restructuring. 

The Council also denied a 
request from the University of Idaho 
that would have allowed the uni 
versity to gain Division I-A status 
without meeting the requirements 
of average football attendance of 
17,000 in a stadium with a capacity 
of 30,000. 

Crowley said he thought part of 
the Council's reason for refijsing the 
request was tied to the restructuring 
question and "what Division I-A is 
going to look like in the future.... 
The other is what would happen if 
it granted Idaho a waiver? Would 
not others who arc interested (in 
moving to I-A) offer equally com- 
pelling, if different arguments?"

Acting for the NCAA Council, the 
Interpretations Committee issued 
the following interpretations;

1 . Promotional videotapes airing in 
commercial establishment. A promotional 
video (c-g-, conference video) that 
includes the names and pictures of stu- 
dcni-alhletes with remaining eligibility 
may not be aired on video monitors at 
local commercial establishments if the 
commercial establishment is involved in 
any manner in promoting the activity 
(e g., initiating the request for the video). 
Under such circuinstanccs. the commer 
cial estatjiisliiiieni is considered a cospon 
sor of the promotional activity and, thus, 
ttie airing ol the video jeopardizes the 
retnaining eligibility of any student-ath- 
lete appearing in the video. [References: 
NCAA Bylaws 12 .5.1.1 (institutional, chari 
table, educational or nonprotit promo- 
lions) and 12. .*>. 1.1.1 (promotions involv- 
ing commercial locations/sponsors)] 

Travel axpensas/comperition

The Florida Ethics Commission 
recommended October 13 that 
Florida State University athletics 
director Bob Coin be censured for 
accepting a roof for his home in vio- 
lation of a state statute. 

The commission also recom- 
mended that he be fined and 
required to reimburse the state for 
the low-cost roof, according to The 
Associated Press. 

The full pjmel reversed the earli- 
er recommendation of a hearing 
officer, who ruled in September that 
Coin did not violate state law when 
he received the roof from the same 
company working on the school's 
$96 million stadium expansion. 

The panel said Goin should pay 
the state $3,000 for materials that 



were used for his roof instead of the 
school project, plus a $ 1 ,000 civil 
fienalty, and should be publicly cen- 
sured and reprimanded. 

Commissioners voted, 6-3, on the 
sanctions after voting, 8-1, that Goin 
accepted the roof in violation of a 
state statute that prohibits accep- 
tance of gifts as unauthorized com 
pensation. 

Goin, who has denied any wrong 
doing, has been on paid leave since 
July. 

The panel cleared Goin of all 
other allegations, including one that 
he u.sed his position to help his son 
find ajob with a sports promotion 
company that had ties with the uni- 
versity.

Frank McGuire, who led the 
University of North Carolina, Chapel 
Hill, to the 1957 Division I Men's 
Basketball Championship title and 
helped popularize the sport in the 
South, died October 11 at his home 
in Columbia, South Carolina, after a 
long illness. He was 80. 

McGuire suffered a stroke about 
two years ago atid "had complica- 
tions from that," Wanda McNair, a 
deputy Lexington County coroner, 
told The Associated Press. 

McGuire began his coaching 
career at St. John's University (New 
York), his alma mater, in 1948 after 
serving in the Navy during World 
War II. He guided the Redmen to the 
1952 NCAA championship game, 
where they lost to the University of 
Kansas. McGuire departed North 



Carolina in 1961 for the NBA and 
the Phil adelphia Warriors, where he 
spent just one season. 

"I wouldn't have been in North 
Carolina without Frank," said current 
North Carolina men's basketball 
coach Dean Smith, who was an assis- 
tant under McGuire. "He would have 
been a great football coach, head of 
a company, anything of that sort He 
was a charismatic leader. The people 
under him would have done any- 
thing to please him." 

McGuire returned to college 
coaching in 1 964 at the University of 
South C^arolina, Cfjlumbia, where he 
led the Gamecocks to a school- 
record 283 victories. His teams made 
the Division I Men's Basketball 
Championship field four cotisecutive 



seasons between 1971 and 1974. He 
left South Carohna in 1980. 

"Coach McGuire stood for what 
athletics at Carolina aspires to be: 
dedicated, perfonning with integrity 
at the highest levels, and driven by 
the relendess pursuit of excellence as 
a person and competitor," John M. 
Palms, president at South Carolina, 
said in a written statement. "He is a 
legend in basketball in our nation. 
He's, of course, a legend in Carolina 
basketball. But more than that, this 
special man is a dearly remeinbcred 
friend of the Utiiversity of South 
Carolina." 

McGuire won 724 games as a 
coach — 549 at the college level — 
during a 41-year career. He was 
inducted itito the National Basketball 
Hall of Fame in 1977.

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Academic credentials required for official visit 
prior to early signing period 

Divisions I and II institutions should note that, inas- 
much as the NCAA Initial-EHgibility Clearinghouse is 
required to certify a prospect's fulfillment of the academic 
requirements necessary for an official visit prior to the 
early signing period, NCAA Bylaws 13.7.1.2.4.1, 13.7.1.2.4.2 
and 13.7.1.2.4.3 are no longer applicable. Therefore, an 
institution no longer is required to receive a transcript and 
Form 48-H from a prospect's high school prior to the 
prospect taking an official visit prior to the early signing 
period. In addition, the institution does not have to verify 
the grade-point average or test score of a prospect taking 
an early official visit, inasmuch as this is now the responsi- 
bility of the clearinghouse. 

NCAABylciw 14.4.3.1.2 

Part-time enrollment — Division I 

Division I institutions should note that in accordance 
with Bylaw 14.4.3.1.2, semester or quarter hours earned by 



a student-athlete while enrolled in less than a full-time 
program of studies (per Bylaw 14.1.6.2.2) may not be used 
to meet satisfactory-progress requirements of Bylaws 
14.4.3. l-(a) (fulfillment of credit-hour requirements — 
averaging method) and 14.4.3.1-(b) (fulfillment of credit- 
hour requirements — 24-hour method). During its April 
18-20, 1994, meeting, the NCAA Council utilized the provi- 
sions of Constitution .5.4.1.1.1 (modification of wording) to 
amend the provisions of Bylaw 14.4.3.1.2 to permit the use 
of credit hours earned during a term in which a student- 
athlete was enrolled on a part-time basis to satisfy the satis- 
factory-progress requirements, provided the student-ath- 
lete is held responsible for that term when determining 
the student-athlete's eligibihty is certified under provisions 
of Bylaw 14.4.3.1-(a) or(b). 

NCAA Bylaws 14.5.4.4.1 
Multiple tvra-year colleges and 14.5.6 — 
"4-2-4" college transfers 

Divisions I and II institutions should note that Bylaw 
14.5.4.4.1 specifies that when a student-athlete has been in 
residence at two or more two-year colleges, the terms of 



residence may be combined in order to satisfy the resi- 
dence requirement set forth in the two-year college trans- 
fer provisions. All grades and all course credits that are 
transferable from the two-year colleges to the member 
institution shall be considered in determining the student- 
athlete's eligibility under Bylaw 14.5. In addition, at least 
25 percent of the credit hours used to fulfill the student's 
academic degree requirements must be earned at the two- 
year college that awards the degree per Bylaw 14.5. Please 
note that the provisions of Bylaw 14.5.4.4.1 also are applic- 
able to "4-2-4" transfer student-athletes (i.e., those student- 
athletes who have attended multiple two-year colleges after 
enrollment in a four-year institution). For example, such a 
student-athlete must earn at least 25 percent of the credit 
hours used to fulfill the academic degree requirements at 
the two-year college that awards the associate of arts (AA) 
degree.

The reformation of the Knight 
Commission is l>ased primarily on 
its concern over recent develop 
ments pertaining to Division I ini- 
tial-eligibilify standards. 

In particular, the Knight 
Commission cited what it per- 
ceived as indecision by the NCAA 



Council regarding initial-eligibili- 
ty standards, and a lack of support 
for the Presidents Commission's 
efforts to uphold such standards. 

Since the Knight Commission's 
decision to reconvene, the Pres- 
idents Commission has submitted 
a new initial-eligibility proposal, 
which the Council has endorsed 
(see story on page 1). That pro- 
posal will be voted upon at the 



1995 NCAA Convendon. 

The 22-member Knight Com- 
mission first met January 30, 1990. 
Its first and primary report, 
"Keeping Faith with the Student- 
Athlete: a New Model for Inter- 
collegiate Athletics," was regarded 
by many as the linchpin in the 
effort to reform intercollegiate 
athletics. That report was issued 
in March 1991.

will be participating in the Big West 
" They arc pursuing other avenues 
for achieving I-A status," he said. 
"We still arc very confident they will 
obtain this status through a number 
of different possibilities." 

Boise State has averaged more 
than 19,000 football fans per game 
over the past four years, meeting the 
Division I-A requirement of at least 
17,000. But Idaho's Kibbie Dome 
holds only 16,000, and attendance 



was under 12,000 last season. 

Farrell said Idaho might play all 
its 1995 home games at Washington 
State's 40,(XX)-seat stadium, just eight 
miles from Idaho's campus at 
Moscow. 

Decisions on divisional play in 
sports such as basketball and wom 
en's volleyball will wait until the new 
members can participate, he said.

Panel reviewing HI structure 
to look at governance issues 



The Division III Task Force to 
Review the NCAA Membership 
Structure has concluded that it 
should discuss governance issues 
before proceeding to an exami- 
nation of structural matters. 

The meeting, which occurred 
October 9 in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, was the first in the Asso- 
ciation's formal examination of 
membership restructuring. A 
Division I task force will meet 
October 27 in Chicago; Division 
II will meet November 1 in 
Kansas City. 

Among the matters the task 
force cited as involving gover- 
nance are simplification, the 
NCAA's traditional onc-mem- 
ber/one vote approach and chief 
executive officer control. Struc- 
tural issues involve federation 
among the divisions, revenue dis 
tribution and championships. 

The group noted that immigra- 
tion to the NCAA currendy is at 
high levels, and that almost all of 
the growth is occurring in 
Divisions II and III. That situa- 
tion has mzyor implications in the 
areas of revenue and champi- 



onships. 

The task force reaffirmed its 
belief that the Division III philos 
ophy should be its foundation for 
discussion and it reviewed the 
new philosophy statement devel- 
oped by the Task Force to Review 
the Division III Philosophy 
Statement. The proposed revision 
to the philosophy statement 
appears in the Second Publi- 
cation of Proposed Legislation as 
Proposal No. 2-132. 

James R- Appleton, president of 
the University of Redlands, has 
been appointed as a cochair of 
ihe Division III task force, joining 
Daniel Bridges, athletics director 
at California Institute of Tech 
nology. Appleton and Bridges 
both will serve on the oversight 
committee that is responsible for 
bringing restructuring ideas from 
the three divisions together. 

The next meeting of the 
Division III task force will be 
November 28-29 in Dallas. Part of 
that time will be spent with the 
Division II group, which will be 
meeting concurrendy.

occurs, the committee per 
mits institutions to appeal 
the results on behalf of 
student-athletes involved. 
Such appeals also may 
involve student-athletes 
who violate NCAA drug- 
testing protocol (e.g., fail 
U) show, fail to provide an 
adequate specimen, etc.). 
The procedures for appeal 
are outlined in the 1994- 
95 drug-testing education 
brochure recently mailed to all NCAA schools. 

Information gleaned from appeals assists the com- 
mittee with its educational and testing efforts. For exam- 
ple, the subcommittee has found that: 

■ Many student athletes have not seen the NCAA 
drug-testing videotape or read the drug-testing protocol. 

■ Many do not know that the year-round drug-testing 
program is limited to anabolic agents, diuretics and urine 
manipulators. 

■ Diuretics and probenecid, both prescription med- 
ications, are readily available to those who desire to use 
them to "beat the test." Many student-athletes do not 
realize these are banned substances. 

■ Student athletes continue to ignore the warnings 
on the use of "nutritional" supplements. (See lead article.) 

■ Some coaches provide their athletes with supple- 
ment products and in some cases sell the products to stu- 
dent athletes. 

■ There is no evidence to suggest that institutional 
drug-testing programs for street drugs deter the use of 
anabolic agents. 

■ Many coaches and administrators do not have a 
thorough understanding of their own drug-education 
ancl drug testing programs. 

The drug-testing and drug-education subcommittee 
will be sponsoring educational programs at national 
meetings of athletics organizations during the 1994-95 
year. The subcommittee plans to offer these sessions to 
help administrators, athletics trainers and coaches bet- 
ter understand the ever-changing field of athletics drug 
testing. We'll keep you informed of when and where.

ERGOGENIC AIDS DON'T HELP PERFORMANCE 
AND COULD COST USERS THEIR ELIGIBILITY 




eware the quick fix. Those nutrition aids that 
purport to improve athletics performance "legal- 
ly or naturally" are for the most part useless but 
far from harmless — they could render student 
athletes ineligible. 

Still, some continue using such substances, 
which often are 
purchased through the mail, 
obtained in "nutrition" stores 
or are provided by friends, 
teammates, coaches and ath 
letics departments. 

The NCAA Committee on 
Competitive Safeguards and 
Medical Aspects of Sports 
understands that student-atli- 
letes are searching for safe, 
legal and effective ways to 
improve performance but 
emphasizes that most of these 
compounds have litde or no 
positive influence on exercise 
performance. 

What's more, student-ath- 
letes have tested positive for 
NCAA banned substances, 
though they reported con- 
suming no substances other 
than these "nutritional" sup- 
plements. Medical declara- 
tions formerly taken at the 

time of specimen collection for the NCAA drug-testing pro- 
gram and current drug-testing case appeals confirm that use 
of these ergogenic aids is high. 

Given the data, it's impwrtant to inform all student-athletes 
of the following: 

1. Current medical information about ergogenic aids and 
"nutritional" supplements does not support the performance- 
enhancement claims of the manufacturers. {See NCAA Sports 
Medicine Handbook Guideline 2 J: Nutritional Ergogenic Aids and 
the following article on this page. ) 

2. Many compounds obtained from specialty "nutrition" 
stores and from mail-order businesses may not be subject to 
the strict regulations set by the Food and Drug Administration. 
Therefore, content of many of these compounds is unknown 




and not represented accurately on the list of ingredients. 

3. Some substances may contain small amounts of banned 
substances such as testosterone or other anabolic steroids or 
may be anabolic steroids, but not be labeled as. such. 

4. Use of these and all substances is at the student-athlete's 
risk. A positive test for a banned substance, whether it be a 

testosterone/ epitestosterone 
ratio greater than 6 to 1 (the 
NCAA cut-off) or another 
anabolic agent or metabo- 
lite, is still considered a pos- 
itive test. 

5. It is not possible for the 
NCAA drug-testing and 
drug-education subcommit- 
tee to determine a student 
athlete's intent when he or 
she tests positive for a 
banned substance. The ap- 
peal process is designed to 
allow student-athletes to pre 
sent medical information 
about the presence of a 
banned substance. Student- 
athletes who have appealed 
positive drug tests on the 
basis that they did not know 
that substances they were 
taking contained banned 
substances have not been 
successful. 

In addition, the competitive-safeguards committee wishes 
to discourage athletics department staffs from endorsing 
ergogenic aids and "nutritional" products that claim to 
improve student-athletes' athletics performance. 

The Romans said it well. Caveat emptor — let him beware; 
let the buyer beware. (He alone is responsible for making a 
bad purchase.) 

Note: Excerpts from this statement originally were issued to ath- 
letics directors and NCAA institutiom by the NCAA Committee on 
Competitive Safeguards and Medical Aspects of Sports in August 
1992. The committee feels a re-emphasis of its message is impor- 
tant. 



SPORTS NUTRITION DISCUSSION AT MEETING 
GIVES ACSM MEMBERS FOOD FOR THOUGHT

Each year, exercise scientists, sports medicine physi- 
cians, athletics trainers, sports nutritionists and 
other health professionals who are members of 
The American College of Sports Medicine 
(ACSM) meet to report their latest research find- 
ings and share new ideas. Some of the sports- 
nutrition highlights presented to the record attendance of 
more than 4,000 members: 

M Does ginseng enhance performance? Unlikely. Eight cyclists 
took(l) either 55 or 110 mg of ginseng for seven days, (2) a 
placebo or (3) nothing, then exercised to exhaustion. They 
performed no better vnth the ginseng, nor did any of the sul>- 
jects rave about a miraculous boost in energy. 

■ Chromium picolinate is the hot topic among body builders — 
but does it really help build muscle mass ? No, at least not in exer 
cised rats that ate either a standard diet, or a diet supplemented 
with low or high doses of chromium. Studies on humans sug 
gest that the same holds true for athletes. 

■ Lrcamitine is another popular substance that supposedly faal- 
itates the use of fats for fuel. Does burning fats result in less fatigue 
than burning carbohydrates, which produces fatigue-inducing lac- 
tic acid? Three studies with L-carnitine supplementation 
showed no significant effect on reducing lactic acid after high- 



intensity sprinting, bikingorS kilometer (3.1 mile) running, 
nor any improvements in performance. 

■ What is the best way to improve perforvMnce? Perhaps, sim- 
ply to rest. Well-rested ironman-distancc triathletes who 
(apered for 10-13 days (same intensity of exercise, but less vol- 
ume) before an all-out 5K run finished 12-16 percent faster 
(equivalent to two to tliree minutes faster at a seven-minute 
mile pace) than when they raced the 5K without rest 

■ Some sports energy bars promote the benefits of consuming fat 
before exercising, so that the body bums fat rather than carbohydrates. 
Does this happen ? Research on cyclists who completed a 45- 
iiunute time trial suggests those who ate a pre-exercise diet 
either high in carbohydrates (75 percent of the calories) or 
high in fat (65 percent of the calories) burned the same 
amount of total calories and the same amount of carbohy- 
drates during the time trial. The addition of fat resulted in 
no extra "fat burning." 

■ To listen to some female athletes, you'd think they are "energy 
efficient" and maintain their weight despite eating next to nothing. 
Do they adapt to a low-calorie intake by conserving energy rather 
than dipping into body-fat stores? Eleven lean, active women 
who ate only about 1,000 calories per day for four days and 
exercised for about one hour per day not only lowered their 
weight, but also their body temperature — perhaps reflecting

My coach, the trainers and the medical personnel obvi- 
ously suspected that 1 had a problem because they dwelled 
on it constandy. There wasn't a day that went by that some- 
one didn't talk about my "dieting" or my excessive exercis- 
ing, not to mention the horrible frequent weigh-ins that they 
put me through. Yet no one referred me to a professional 
until my mother (who had voiced her concerns about me to 
the coaching staff) called the assistant athletic director and 
he made an appointment for me. By then, however, I was 
in an advanced stage of an eating disorder. Finally some- 
one was going to help me with the uncontrollable battle that 
was going on in my head. 

How did this happen to me? What I wouldn't give to make 
it all stop! Make it all go away! Funny, isn't it? I started my 
diet and conditioning program to please my coach and she 
didn't even return in the fall. All 1 ever wanted was to be a 
good college tennis player. Coach had told me that with her 
help, 1 would be. I believed ber; however, my freshman year 



turned out to be a disappointment. My coach showed no 
interest in helping me become a better player, fhc crush- 
ing blow came when she excluded me as a team member 
from the Nf lAA championships. To this day, she has never 
offered me an explanation or an apology. 

She'll never know the deep pain I felt and still do. With 
my self-esteem and confidence destroyed, I became desper- 
ate. 1 felt that if I was the most fit and trim on my team, per- 
haps I'd stand a greater chance of being accepted by my 
coach. Weight had often been an issue if one of us didn't 
win our match. 

When Coach didn't return, I continued my same thought 
process. I was happy with our new coach and looked to him 
for a new beginning. I became more intent than ever to be 
in top sfiape so that he wouldn't overlook me. 

Rut what started out as a diet and conditioning program 
eventually led to an out-of control pattern. Starting in 
January, I cut all fat out of my diet- I was eating a very restrict 
ed diet that obviously was inadequate to meet either my nutri 
tional or caloric needs. (Of course, I did not realize this). I 
also was exercising at the recreation center in addition to 
my team practices. I began to feel fatigued, depressed and 
irritable. Each day became a greater struggle. My sports- 
related anorexia was controlling me. 

Coach, how could you watch me deteriorate? You knew 
how much college tennis meant to me. Why did four 
months pass fjefore I finally received counseling? I was a 
very sick young lady with a frigfitening cli.sease and I need- 
ed help. 

What could this woman 's coach have done"? The follinving two 
articles provide guidance. 



ATHLETICS STAFFS MUST BE ON THE LOOKOUT 
FOR WARNING SIGNALS OF DIETING OBSESSION

Eating clisorders aren't always easy to recognize, par- 
ticularly in athletics. Wliat appears to fje an ath- 
lete's dedication to being in shape — sucfi as cut 
ting fats out of tile diet or performing an extra hour 
of aerobic exercise after practice — may actually 
be obsessive/compulsive bcfiavior associated with 
an eating disorcler. 
A watchful eye by athletics trainers, coaches and medical 
staff may result in recognition of early signs of disordered eat 
ing behavior, some of wfiich include: 

■ Voiced concerns about being fat or overweight 

■ Preoccupation with calorics, fat and weight 

■ Progressive weight loss 

■ Persistent criticism of one's body 

■ Excessive exercise that is not pan of the training regimen 

■ Avoiding situations in which the athlete can be observed 
eating 

■ Food restriction and/or drinking excessive fluids 

■ Fating large meals, then disappearing to the bathroom 

■ Laxative use or vomiting 

■ Lack, or decreased number, of menstrual periods in the 
female athlete 

If this fiehavior is observed, it is appropriate to discuss con 
cems about his or her fiealth with the athlete. For example. 



decreased food intake results in decreased strength and 
endurance as well as increased iiijury risk. In women, lack of 
or irregular menstrual periods can result in bone loss and 
increased risk of stress fracture. Severe weight loss, laxative 
use and vomiting can lead to serious medical problems, includ- 
ing death. 

A niultidisciplinary team approach in treating eating dis- 
orders often is recommended. A physician who is knowl 
edgeafjle about the subject can monitor the athlete medical 
ly, and restrict him or her from sports participation if unable 
to change his or her behavior (i.e., gel the atlilete to gain weight 
or decrease excessive exercise). A psychologist cxpeiienced 
in managing eating disorders is essential to the athlete's recov- 
ery. If available, a nutritionist can provide guidance for weigfit 
gain and normalization of eating patterns. 

All this may help but prevention is the best medicine. 
Athletes should be educated about eating disorders (video- 
tapes are available from the NCAA) and about healthy eating 
patterns (how to meet energy output needs). The pi epartici- 
pation physical exam is an effective way to screen for disor- 
dered eating tendencies and menstrual dysfunction. (See next 
article.)

PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS PROVIDE OPPORTUNITY 
TO SCREEN FEMALE ATHLETES FOR DISORDERS

Tile pressure to perform and to meet expectations 
of coaches and peers may lead young female ath- 
letes to attempt weight loss inappropriately and 
uiineces.sarily. Tfiese attempts to lose weight rapid 
ly often involve disordered eating — restricted food 
^^^^^ intake, vomiting, diuretic use and taking diet pills. 

Disordered eating may lead to menstrual irregu- 
larities and bone loss, which places the athlete at risk for pi e- 
niature osteoporosis and possibly stress fracture. The female 
athlete should lie screened for ttiese conditions, and the 
preparticipation exam can prfjvide the ideal opportunity. 

HOW TO SCREEN FOR MENSTRUAL DYSFUNCTION 

■ Age of menarcfie 



■ Frequency of menstrual periocls 

■ Number of periods in the last year 

■ Date of last period 

If tlie athlete is age 14 and prepubertal, or age H> and pre 
mcnarcfial, .she should be evaluated for primary amenorrhea. 

If she is menarchal but has been without menses for six 
montfis, she should be screened for secondary amenoiThea. 

If tfie athlete is experiencing amenorrhea, tier caloric intake 
may l)e low (she may not he meeting her energy needs). 
Thereffjre, die workup for primary or secondary amenorrhea 
sfiould include evaluation for disordered eating. Hormonal 
therapy also may be considered.

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HIV TRANSMISSION UNLIKELY IN PRACTICE OR COMPETITION

The estimated chance of HIV transmissiaii in col- 
lege athletics is less than one in a million prac 
ticc or game exposures in any sport, according 
to a 1993 NCAA Injury Surveillance System (ISS) 
study. 

The study was conducted as a result of con- 
cern about possible transmission of HIV and other blood- 
borne pathogens in collegiate athletics, which moved the 
NCAA Executive Committee to issue the following statement 
on the potential problem as it related to practice and com 
petition in May of 1992: 

Aggressive trmtmmt of open wounds or skin lesions should be 
followed. In particular, wfumever an athletics participant suffers 
a laceration or wound where oozing or bleeding occurs, the practice 
or competition should be stopped at the earliest appropriate time, 
arid tfie player should leave the field of play and be given appro- 
priate medical treatment. The .Uudmt-athlete should not return to 
the pr/ulice or competition without approval of medical personnel. 

ISS participation is voluntary and limited to the 893 NCAA 
member institutions (September 1993 figure). The selection 
of participants is random, with a minimum 10 percent rep- 
resentation of each Division (I, II and III) and region (East,

South, Midwest, West). This sampling assures a cross-section 
of institutions representative of the total population of NCAA 
institutions sponsoring a particular sport. 

Institutional athletics trainers filed a report for each bleed- 
ing wound sustained in an organized practice or game. An 
athlete-exposures (A £) figure is the number of individuals 
participating in one practice or game. The injury rate in this 
study was detennined by comparing the number of bleeding 
incidences in a specific category to the number of exposures 
in that category. The resulting rate was expressed as injuries 
per 1,000 A-E. 

Since HIV transmission in the athletics arena has never 
been confirmed, some basic assumptions had to be made to 
devise a way to estimate the chance of such an occurence: 

■ All woiukIs sustained subjected players to blood from 
another player. 

■ HIV infection occurred at a rate reported for health-care 
workers (three per 1,000 exposures to an HIV-1 infected per- 
son), as reported in the Annals of Internal Medicine in 1990. 

■ The prevalence of HIV in the sample was similar to that 
among college males (1/200) or feniales (1 /.'i,0()()), as report- 
ed in the New England Journal of Medicine in 1990. 

Bleeding-rate results (see figures below) showed a signifi- 
cant difference both between sports and between practice 
and games within a given sport. In most cases, the risk of a

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bleeding incident is higher during actual competition. 

Risk of HIV transmission in an activity was determined by 
multijjlying the activity bleeding rate (see figures below) by 
the prevalence of HIV in the college population and the HIV 
infection risk. In a football game, fcjr example, the estimat- 
ed risk of transmission would be ( " "/ i.imi) ('/jhi) (V i imi) — 5.24 
x 10'. 

Using these calculations, the risk of HIV transmission was 
estimated to be well lielow one per one million practice or 
game exposures in any sport. 

Although this study showed that the chance of HIV trans- 
mission in athletics practice or competition is extremely 
remote, it should be noted that the risk of hepatitis B trans- 
mission may be higher; however, prevalence and infection 
risk data for this pathogen have not been analyzed. 

While blood-borne pathogen transmission in athletics can 
best be addressed by reviewing off-the field behaviors, med- 
ical staff can reduce an already minimal transmission risk 
off the field of play by observing basic hygenic practices and 
the universal precautions as outlined by the Centers for 
Disease Crjntrol and Prevention. 

A portion of these data were presented at the Jurie American College 
of Sports Medicine national meeting in Indianapolis.

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MASKING STRATEGIES RARELY BEAT TEST FOR STEROIDS

he process of masking the abuse of anabolic 
steroids so it cannot be detected by urine tests isn't 
foolproof As methods of masking become more 
sophisticated, so does the technology used in test- 
mg. 

Because of the results and health risks of wide- 
spread abuse, postevent testing for anabolic stercjids became 
standard practice at many major sporting events during the 
1 97()s. The focus shifted to pre-event testing when it was found 
that, in general, these drugs are used during training, but not 
competition. 

I'csting for anabolic steroids, which also is conducted by 
the criminal jusuce system, is by a veiy specific method, gas 
chromatogTaphy/mass spectrometiy in the selected ion mon- 
itoring mode, and not by immunoassay; therefore, sample 
ailulleralion is much less effective than in other kinds of dnig 
testing. 

In vivo masking 

One obvious way to try to avoid detection is to produce a 
very dilute urine. By manipulating the specific gravity of the 
urine, it may be possible to reduce the concentration of the 
drug to below the limit of detection of the procedure. Urine 
dilution can be achieved by drinking copirjus amounts of water 
or by consuming dietary diuretics, such as coffee. 

In many jurisdictions, the specific gravity of the urine is 
monitored at the collecurm site: If the specific gravity is low, 
e.g., less than 1.010 (this is the current requirement for the 
NCAA drug-testing program), the athlete is required to sup- 
ply a second sample with adequate specific gravity. In any 
case, a standard practice in many laboratories is to double the 
volume of the specimen aliquot to enhance the sensitivity of 
the test if the specific gravity of the urine is low. 

Products marketed for the purpose of masking dmg use in 
urine testing typically contain glucose and other carliohy 
drates. According to the dosing instructions, a large amount 
of water has to be consumed with the product. The result is 
no different from diuresis induced by simply drinking a lot 
of fluid. 

Some steroid abusers use therapeutic diuretics to produce 
a dilute urine sample. The loop diuretics are especially effec- 
tive in increasing the rate of urine fonnauon. It has been drjc- 
umented tliat a 0.5 mg dose of bumetanide, a loop diuretic, 
can produce one liter of urine in two hours, with a specific 




gravity of 1 .OOii. 

Most spxjrts organizations (including the NCAA) have diuret- 
ics on their banned list, and test for them when testing for 
anabolic steroids. Diuretics are monitored either by high-per- 
formance liquid chromatography or by GC/MS as tlieir methy- 
lated derivatives. The limits of detection are in the high ng/ ml 
range by HPLC, and in the low ng/ml range by (iC/MS. 
These limits are adequate in detecting therapeutic diuretics. 

Probenecid belongs to a class of drugs known as inhibitors 
of tubular transfxjrt of organic compounds. ITiesc comjxiunds 
may decrease the urinary concentration of anabolic steroids. 
Probenecid was developed to inhibit the renal excretion of 
penicillin. Penicillin was in short supply, and its dose could 
be decreased with the coadministration of this drug. 
Probenecid also inhibits the excretion of some other drugs, 
typically organic: acids. 

Tliere is no documentation in the literature that probenecid 
reduces urinary excretion of anabolic steroids in humans. A 
recent paper has shown that in rats, excretion of stano/olol 
was insignificantly reduced. In any case, this drug has been 
used for masking purposes. 



Probenecid is banned by most sport.s organizations (includ- 
ing the N(;AA). It can be monitored in the steroids proce- 
dure by the laboratory. The tlierapeutic dose is high, 500 mg, 
and the urinary concentration is in the \i g/ml range, there- 
fore its detection does not pose any problem. 

In vitro masking 

The acldition of chemicals to change the physicochemical 
properties of the urine specimen, such as pH or absorbance, 
cannot mask the presence of drugs. Unlike immunoassays, 
steroid analysis requires extensive sample workup before 
analysis by GC/MS. This includes extraction and hydrolysis, 
where the pH of the specimen is adjusted and monitored. 
The GC/MS analysis is so specific that extraneous substances 
in general do not interfere with tlie procedure. 

Typically, the limits of detection for anabolic steroids and 
metabolites are in the low ng/ml range, and the conc entra- 
tions of these compounds in the urine of an abuser are usu- 
ally much higher. Therefore, die laboratory has much room 
to detect steroid use, even in a manipulated urine samjile. 

While there still will be claims that steroid testing can he 
defeated, we believe witli proper precautions and additional 
measures as discussed, it is difficult for an abuser to avoid 
detection.

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IS SPRING BALL 
WORTH THE RISK?

ost accept that injuries are part of sport Dis- 
agreement starts when the subject of benefit 
vs. cost (i.e., injuries) is broached. 

The debate is an old one. In 1911, the 
Surgeon-General of the Navy tried to dis- 



courage athletics participation at the Naval Academy because 
of his concerns about high injury rates. Furthermore, the 
establishment of the NCAA v^as initiated by Teddy Roosevelt 
primarily to address the issue of safe participation in sjxirt in 
the United States' colleges and universities. The Committee 
on Competitive Safeguards and Medical Aspects of Sports is 
the group within the NCAA whose role it is to continue that 
initiative. 

Recendy, the committee expressed concern about student- 
athlete safety during out-of-season practices, particularly in 
footljall. Its recommendations include, in priority order: elim- 
inating spring football practice, permitting only noncontact 
spring football practice, and reducing the number of contact 
football practices from the current 10 contact/ five noncon- 
tact to five contact/ 1 0 noncontact. 



Why did the committee make such 
recommendations? Wliat did they see 
as the benefit/ cost of spring football? 
Over the years the committee has 
sought input from the NCAA Football 
Rules Committee, College Football 
Association and tlie American FootlDall 
Coaches Association as to the benefits. 
Generally, those cited include the 




opportunity to work on fundamentals, Wilson 
such as blocking and tackling, a chance 
to try players at other positions, an opportunity to evaluate 
walk-ons and a strong perception that the quality of the col- 
legiate game will be lessened if spring practices were disal- 
lowed or reduced. While matiy football coaches agree with 
these benefits, some others associated with athletics feel that 
the time has come to seriously question these notions. 

The committee has sought to balance the aforementioned 
positives vrith the most obvious negative, increased injuries. 
Six years of NCAA Injury Surveillance System (ISS) data 
unequivocally show that the spring football practice injury 
rate is consistently more than double that of faU practice, even 
with five of the 15 spring practices designated as noncontact. 
The spring practice rate of 9.2 injuries/ 1,000 athlete expo- 
sures is the highest practice injury rate for all of the 1 6 sports 
currendy tracked by the ISS. Reasons for the increased spring 
injuries have been suggested [e.g., more emphasis on block- 
ing and tackling, less experienced players involved (walk-ons), 
players playing out of jjosition, and players trying to make tlie 
team]. It even has been suggested that fall injuries may 
increase if spring football practice is modified. Nevertheless, 
the committee has a responsibility to ensure player safety. 
Given the definitive ISS data, the committee felt obligated to 
recommend modification of current spring football practices. 

The proposal ranges from elimination to a shift toward 
more noncontact days. It is interesting to note that in the 
1989-90 season, when Division II spring practices consisted 
only of 12 noncontact practices, the injury rate was cut in half, 
making it similar to that of fall football. In addition, the 
Division II practice injury rate for the following fall was only 
moderately higher than the average injury rate recorded for 
fall practice in the division over the previous five years. 

If one of the two less drastic actions is taken, the commit- 
tee hopes that the noncontact definition, which limits equif)- 
ment to headgear, shoes, pants and porous-lightweight jer- 
seys, would be stricdy enforced. The committee continues to 
op|x>se the use of shoulder pads on noncontact days, though 
recent NCAA legislation permits it 

The competitive-safeguards committee is composed of 
coaches, athletics directors, athletics trainers, team physicians 
and sports scientists — all fans. It is their collective judgment 
that the time has come to reflect seriously on whether the 
benefits gained from practicing football in the spring, as is 
currendy done, is worth the increased injury rate. They think 
not

an adaptive mechanism to save calories, rather than burn 
them (from body-fat stores) to keep the body warm. 

B Can weight loss be achieved by lifting weights ? Research look- 
ing at a 12 week weight-training program (three days per week; 
three sets of eight repetitions at 80 percent, one repetition 
maximum) showed a 13 percent increase in calories needed 
to maintain body weight The study, done with older subjects 
(56-80 years old), suggests that resistance training is an effec- 
tive way to increase energy expenditure and requirements 
and may be a useful addition to weight-control programs in 
older people — and likely younger people, too. 

■ How corisistent are methods to measure body fat? Among 37 
white female runners, average body fat varied considerably 
with method: Futrex 5000, 12.5 percent body fat; underwa- 
ter weighing, 13.5 percent; skin-fold calipers, 15.5 percent; 
and bioeleccrical impedence, 19 percent This suggests that 
body-composition measurement should be included as part 
of a conversation about determining an appropriate weight, 
but not taken as gospel. 

■ How can you tell if you are addicted to exercise? A study of 
211 marathon runners pinpoints these behaviors as red flags: 
exercising seven days per week, training twice in one day and 
continuing to exercise while injured. 

■ Why do some people gain weight more easily than others ? 
Perhaps due to biochemical differences. In a weight gain

using laxatives, using diuretics or by taking diet pills? 

■ Have you ever been diagnosed as having an eating dis- 
fjrder? 

Common signs and symptoms of food restriction include: 
amenorrhea, fat and muscle loss, dry hair and skin, cold, pur- 
plish hands and feet, decreased body temperature, lanugo 
development (particularly on the tnmk), light-headedness, 
decreased ability to concentrate and bradycardia. 

Common signs and symptoms of purging behaviors include: 
swollen paratid glands, chest pain, sore throat, abdominal 
pain, erosion of tooth enamel, face and extremity edema, diar- 
rhea and/ or constipation and menstrual irregularities. 

The athlete with signs of disordered eating should be 
referred to a professional trained in the management of eat- 
ing disorders who can evaluate the individual further and 
begin treatment with nutritional counseling and psy- 
chotherapy, as appropriate. If the athlete's concern about 
weight control is detected before disordered eating has begun, 
she can be given guidelines for healthy weight control and 



study on 12 pairs of twins who were overfed for 100 days, the 
twins who gained the most weight had less of certain enzymes 
involved in energy metabolism. This might have affected their 
ability to bum the calories. 

I Body builders often want to drop weight before competition. Can 
they lose only fat but not muscle if they maintain their exercise pro- 
gram? Doubtful. In a study with nine strength-trained men 
who cut 500 calories per day for 26 days and maintained their 
exercise program, the eight-pound weight loss represented 
about 60 percent fat and 40 percent muscle. 

B Is fatigue related to only lack of fuel? That is, if you maintain 
a normal bloodrsugar level, can you exercise endlessly ? No, but you 
can exercise longer. For example, athletes were able to bike 
33 percent longer (211 vs. 159 minutes) when they consumed 
one liter of sports drink (about 320 calories) per hour of exer- 
cise. But researchers detected biochemical changes within 
the cells that contributed to fatigue. 

B Sports drinks eyihance performance with exercise that lasts more 
than 90 minutes. Do they help with shorter events ? Likely so. A 
study with 12 male runners who drank a liter of sports drink 
(320 calories) before a 15K (9.3-mile) race ran the final mile 
faster than when they drank just plain water before the event

possibly dissuaded from disordered eating. 
SUMMARY 

The team physician should be aware of the occurrence of 
disordered eating among female athletes and conscious of 
the subsequent effects on menstrual function and bone den- 
sity. The athlete with a history of stress fractures should be 
evaluated for menstrual dysfunction, and the athlete with 
menstrual dysfunction should be evaluated for disordered 
eating.
